Avenge U. S. Losses 
These fresh trium phs cushioned 
—and avenged—loss of the sub­ 
marines Amberjack and Grampus 
which the navy said last week -end 
w’ere missing with their crews and 
presumed sunk .' 
Navy announcem ents now* list a 
total of 256 Japanese vessels as 
victims of submarines since the 
Pearl 
H arbor attack . 
Following 
traditional policy , they contain few 
details. Some of the U. S. sub­ 
m arines have been k nown, how­ 
ever, to have prowled within sight 
of the Japanese mainland. 
The surface action between the

Jap Supplies Curtailed 
Supplies of the Japane^se bases 
scattered through the Pacific ob­ 
viously were curtailed by the sub­ 
marine foray s, for m ost of the ships 
sent to the bottom were those 
which carry equipment and food 
stuffs. 
Ship.s sunk in that class included 
five medium-sized, two small cargo 
\essels and a small supply vessel. 
In addition, the navy reported a 
large traw ler and a patrol vessel 
sunk and a large tank er damaged. 
All these presumably were aiding 
in the moveipent of equipment and 
supplies. 
The report increased to 256 the 
number of Japanese craft sunk , 
probably sunk or damaged by sub­ 
marine action. Of that total 181 
ships of all ty pes have been sunk , 
2S probably sunk and 47 damaged.

W'ASHINGTON, June 15—A pos­ 
sibility the drafting of fathers may 
be delay ed until around Oct. 1 was 
indicated by selective service of­ 
ficials today as they moved to 
speed the induction of 18 -25-y ear- 
old childless men now deferred on 
occupational grounds. 
This effort to hold up the fath­ 
ers’ draft well bey ond Aug. 1 was 
discussed in instructions on the 
filing by employ ers of schedules 
covering occupational deferments. 
A nother move toward deferring 
the father draft was seen In testi­ 
mony before a house committee 
that the calling of family heads 
m ight be set back some week s by 
the lowering of navy phy sical re­ 
quirem ents enabling induction of 
men previously rejected. 
The new instructions suggested 
for the first time that fathers be 
listed for occupational deferm ent 
on schedules filed after July 1. but 
that they should not be listed un­ 
less the work -deferment was sought 
for some period extending bey ond 
Oct. 1. 
H itherto, fathers have been omit­ 
ted 
f r om 
these 
"replacem ent 
schedules”. 
By 
suggesting that eraplpy ers 
list fathers 
only 
when 
seek ing 
their occupational deferm ent be­ 
y ond Oct. 1. the instructions im­ 
plied they would not need work - 
deferm ent until after that date be­ 
cause they will be deferred until 
then by reason of having children.

‘Hard Fighting’ Due 
"We have a savage enemy and 
there's plenty of him” Stllwell em­ 
phasized. “They ’ll be a lot of hard 
fighting but we are determined 
thoroughly to get after him.” 
Ask ed if more supplies are com­ 
ing to the Orient, Stllwell replied, 
“The clearing of the M editerranean 
will ease up the shipping situa­ 
tion considerably .” 
Allied action in the Orient, he 
declared, has been and will con­ 
tinue to go coordinated. 
"Dui4ng the W ashington conver­ 
sations,” Stllwell said, "China was 
considered 
thoroughly 
and 
her 
needs gone into at length.” 
He praised the support which 
the Chinese forces In the Yangtze 
front have been getting from the 
14th United States air force, 
Chennsult Returned Earlier

Stllwell said he was struck by

Stilwell said he was very much 
impressed with the spirit of the 
people back home in America. 
“They are accepUng rationing 
and pitching into the war,” he de­ 
clared, “Every body ’s play ing the 
game.

Much-bombed Duesseldorf, target 
of a recent 2,000-ton R.A.F. raid, 
is one of the chief cities being 
evacuated, the German papers said. 
Communiques from Berlin have re­ 
ported very heavy losses there. 
Not only the bombed-out fam­ 
ilies but those y et untouched by 
the explosives are being moved 
out, Das Reich said. Men are left 
behind to work . 
Evaouatlon Scheme Detailed 
The evacuation scheme as an­ 
nounced by Das Reich is this; 
Persons in northern W estphalia 
(the Ruhr region) will go to Ba­ 
varia. Those from Berlin will go 
to Brandenburg, E ast Prussia and 
Pomerania. Those with relatives 
In other districts may have per­ 
mission to join them. 
"The more difficult the housing 
and supply problems become, the 
more necessary it is for those who 
can to leave the cities,” Das Reich 
said.

The Ladies Aren’t Qualified To Run 


Household Employes; Original Error 


W as In Letting Them Try It

R 
ETURNING to a subject I discussed to soms 
extent the other day, it is my contention that 
gentlemen are responsible for the very serious error 
in our social system that permits ladles to be the 
employers and the overseers of household employes. 
Not one lady in 20,000 (make it 50 has the 
right 
tem peram ent to fill the role of employer, or the 
proper judgment of human nature to select em ­ 
ployes. ! say this with all due respect. Everybody 
knows I never knock the ladies. Everybody knows 
I am their biggest booster. 
I merely discuss them 
at tim es from the viewpoint of a friendly 
expert. 
I am without doubt the greatest living authority 
on ladies. You need not envy me this distinction. 
W hen a man sets himself up as an authority on 
ladies, you can bet his interest in them and their 
interest in him has become abstract. But I know 
all about them. They are as clear as crystal to me. 
I see right through them. 
They cannot fool me. con me or bulldoze me. I 
am hep to all their curves. In general I like them 
much more than I like the gentlemen because their 
faces are not as repulsive, and they do not reminisce 
as much as the gents. 
But occasionally some of their pretense« Tex me 
and I have to mildly call them to account, as In the 
case of their thinking they know how to handle 
household employes. 
I 
REPEAT It is all the fault of the gentlemen in 
permitting the system to be established. A busi* 
ness gentleman would not think of letting his wife 
select and direct his staff of business employes, yet 
he allows her to choose and boss employes who are 
even more necessary to his comfort and peace of 
mind, these being the employes in his home. 
A business gentleman would not engage for his 
business employes he must tru st with his valuables 
and even the physical safety of himself and his fam­ 
ily in the haphazard m anner in which his own wife 
often picks employes for their home. Against fhe 
responsibilities 
involved, 
a 
business 
gentleman 
could not possibly muster the gall to offer a busi­ 
ness employe the wages his wife grudgingly pays a 
good household employe. 
A 
business or professional 
gentleman scarcely 
could tolerate in his store or office the confusion 
that of*en attends the operations of a home, the 
lack of method, the incessant gab. the delays, the 
hubbub. I would like to ask all gentlemen who have 
heard the ladies, in their role of employers, talk to 
their household employes and observe the amount 
of labor heaped on them, if they would care to work 
for those dames. 
1 
THINK not. The average gentleman whose wife 
has household employes know’s by nature she Is 
Mrs. Simon Degree. But I charge all gentlemen with 
the crimes committed against household employes 
for ever permitting the system as it now exists to 
become fixed and I absolve all ladies of blame for 
these crimes on the ground they never should hava 
been burdened with the system. 
I suppose it was founded on the theory thp wife 
would be pretty much on the hom e scene at all times 
and in closer contact with the operation than the 
husband possibly could he. I admit the pioneers of 
the arrangem ent could not foresee bridge games an I 
cocktail bars and the development in ladies of a 
gentle loathing for the myriad, details of running a 
domestic joint which was to militate against them 
as employers. 
But I think that where the gentlemen erred in the 
beginning was in not taking into consideration the 
natural incapacity of the average lady for running 
anything as complex as a home and that they erred 
again in not taking over when they saw' the system 
had produced a mess. It Is not too late now in my 
opinion, especially since household employes have 
become a problem to the ladies. 
I speak from experience. In the absence of the 
head lady. I have assumed charge of the operation 
of the home and find it is a simple m atter. Every­ 
thing moves smoothly and like clockwork. All I do is 
leave a note for the one and no one-hundredths 
household employe stating Just w hat I w ant done 
around the trap and If, on returning to my carpet 
slippers in the evening, I see my wishes remain 
ungratified, why, nuts to it.

ECENTLY in the course of being an accommo­ 
dating fellow this writer became the middle­ 
man in a transaction involving delivery of a buggy 
whip. 
It moved back the clock to the time almost a 
quarter of a century ago when as the sometimes 
favored occupant of the front seat in the family 
surrey on Sunday afternoon drives 
he was per­ 
mitted to wield the whip when, as and if necessary. 
On other occasions thereafter the same privilege 
was extended — sometimes appropriated. No one 
who has not laid a limber buggy whip over the 
rear end of a horse will understand why this should 
have been a privilege, hut it was. It gave a driver 
an outlet for his emotions. 
This was particularly true in the case of phleg­ 
matic stteds who failed to come up to expectations; 
it was a kind of manually operated “exhilara’or” 
to keep things moving. In fact, when the automobile 
supplanted the horse and the accelerator was de­ 
veloped. many drivers continued to speak of it as 
the “exhilarator”. 
The new device, however, had to be used with 
care. It produced 
instantaneous results, 
whereas 
the whip in many cases merely gave the driver 
the Illusion of producing results, without actually 
doing any damage, except in the case of sensitive, 
nervous horses. 
The only substitute for the w'hip on automobiles 
was the horn, and even that had to be used with 
care as time passed, lest an irate fellow- m otorist 
take a blast to heart and call for a showdowm. The 
passing of the buggy whip removed the last real 
outlet for a driver's emotions. 
The whip was kept in a whip socket on the right- 
hand corner of the dashboard w-hen not in use and 
sometimes results could be produced by merely 
bouncing it up and down in the socket. A sm art 
horse would get the idea without w-aiting for tha t 
little knot in the braided fly on the end to sting 
his hide. 
Horses that needed more than psychological per* 
suasion frequently were driven with the whip sus­ 
pended over their hind quarters, tickling them into 
awareness of its presence. In extreme cases, of 
course, these halfway measures were supplanted 
with the real thing. 
The whip would be laid on full length and_ hard 
in such emergencies as going for the doctor* in a. 
race with , the stork, beating the train to the cross­ 
ing and racing—adventures experienced these days 
only by the diehard minority that refuses to believe 
there is any substitute for 
a good horse and buggy 
and a limber whip. Tne hum ane society Is happier, 
but sometimes the rest of us wonder.

that W ashington Is a synonym for 
muddle, confusion and bickering.

carefully planned and assiduous­ 
ly executed editorial policy which. 
Whatever its attitude toward our 
war effort, often seem s actuated 
by a greater hostility to some of 
our Allies than of our enemies."

Tax Education 
T 
HE new income tax payment plan which goes 
Into effect the first of next month imposes a 
heavy obligation on employers to clarify its opera­ 
tion for their employes. While the new plan ulti­ 
mately will be simpler than the former method of 
filing annual returns In March of the year after the 
Income was earned, it is bound to seem hopelessly 
complicated a t the beginning to millions of wage 
earners who began only this year to get acquainted 
with the intricacies of the delayed collection system. 
At first sight, It Is going to appear that the tax 
Is larger than it was under the form er system. In 
m ost cases, this will ba an Illusion crested by the 
difference between paying eash and waiting to 
make a lump aettlement. In caaes where it actually 
ii larger, adjustm ents hare been provided for to 
recover orer-payraente. It is not a plan to increase 
Income tax payments. The naw plan does not mean 
the employe will have leas money to say# for bla own 
future welfare; any impression to the contrary must 
be prevented. 
By the same token, the pay-as-you-go principle, 
by reminding taxpayers that their obligation to the 
governm ent baa reached major proportions, win be 
a curb on reckless spending end black market 
prices, both causes of inflation. The new plan has 
everything In its favor as It goes into affect, except 
the experience of taxpayers, end that initial handi­ 
cap can be overcome by a little extra effort on ex­ 
planations.

1943 crop prospects will bring on a natloual at­ 
ta c k of nervous indigestion, but it ie well to re­ 
member th at nervous Indlgsstlon is usually the re­ 
sult of m ental anguish and strain, rather than an 
actual shortage of food. 
Not even the government, which gets blamed for 
alm ost everything, can be blamed because In much 
of the United States there wee too much rain in 
May. N or can the government be blamed because 
w ars Invariably affect farm labor adversely. 
In short, a reduction of crop prospects In 1943 
Is a probability that must be dealt with like any 
other w artim e adversity. Certainly it is not Justi­ 
fication for recriminations. Contrary to the Gloomy 
Guses, the American people ere not going to starve. 
The net effect of the new outlook probably will 
be to stim ulate planning for maximum food pro­ 
duction In 1944, subject to the vagaries of the weath­ 
er. W hatever unnatural difficulties remain to inter­ 
fere with food production must be removed, or 
course, and that will be the aim of Food Admin 
Istrator Davis and congressional critics, already 
being heard from. 
The ordinary citixen, meanwhile, can redouble 
his Victory Garden sctlvltles, fortified now with 
the certain knowledge that every mouthful of food 
produced by bls original effort is a ftet asset In 
the agricultural war of production. 


"T ’NTJ38S a stable system of pub- 
lie finance is maintained in 
the United 
States, and also in 
other 
countries, 
the 
foundation 
stone for international reconstruct­ 
ion will rest on quicksand,” warns 
Harold G. Moulton, president of 
the Brookings Institution, in "Thee 
New Philosophy of Public Debt.” 
Dr. 
Moulton’s 
book, a source 
document in the momentous issue 
of government spending raised by 
the New Deal’s deficit policy snd 
brought to a climax by war costs 
and 
post-war planning that en­ 
visions further debt increases, was 
written and published under the 
Brookings Institution’s program of 
aiding in development of public 
policy. 
The issue lies between the fa­ 
miliar traditional concept of debt 
as an obligation to be retired by 
repayment of principal and the 
‘‘new philosophy” which regard# 
public debt as a national asset 
and advocates continual increase 
of debt as the key to national well­ 
being. 
The national resources planning 
board, official agency of the Roo*4>- 
velt administration, does not be­ 
lieve a balancing of the budget will 
be necessary at any future time. 
Within the administration, other 
Important, sources are promoting 
the same Idea; A. A. Barie Jr„ as­ 
sistant secretary of state, and Al­ 
vin H. Hansen, special economic 
adviser to the board of governors 
of the federal reserve system and 
the 
national 
resources 
planning 
board, chiefly. 


HERE unlimited debt advocates 
are in conflict, within the gov­ 
ernment itself, with Secretary of 
Treasury Morgenthau, the gover­ 
nors of the Federal Reserve sys­ 
tem, presidents of the Federal Re­ 
serve banks and apparently with 
President Roosevelt, at least on 
the basis of some of his state­ 
ments. 
In others, the President 
has suggested that he may have 
been converted to the unlimited 
debt philosophy. 
The scope of the theorizing be­ 
ing done by the new school of fis­ 
cal planners is indicated in this 
statement by Mr. Hansen: 
“A public debt internally held 
has none of the essential earmarks 
of a private debt. 
A public debt 
is an Instrument of national policy. 
“It ,1s a mean* to control the 
national income and, In conjunc­ 
tion with tbs tax structure, to regu­ 
late the distribution of income 
. . . (an internal debt) is In fact so 
different from what. we commonly 
think of as debt that it. scarcely 
should be railed a debt at all.” 
Dr. Moulton calls this the “cru­ 
cial economic Issue of the present 
time.” 
If the new debt philoso­ 


phers are right, our economic fu­ 
ture may be viewed in term# of 
easy optimism, he reasons, but if 
they are wrong and public debt 
must be paid, thou the mounting 
war Indebtedness and the post-war 
outlook must he viewed with deep 
apprehension. 
“Unlesa the issue is decided by 
the process of intellectual discus­ 
sion." he warn*, “it is likely to be 
determined autom atically by the 
temper and trends of the times 
backed by the ‘educational actlvi- 
ties’ and pressures of the (spending 
agencies.” 
In a long appraisal of th* un­ 
limited 
spending 
doctrine, 
Dr. 
Moulton deals a t length with its 
implications in a post-war world 
and concludes It would have to be 
accompanied by complete regimen­ 
tation of virtually every aspect of 
life, ainee it is essentially a pro­ 
posal to transfer all authority and 
responsibility to the national gov­ 
ernment.

HE traditional idea of pre-New 
Deal times th at the people sup­ 
port 
the 
government 
would 
be 
abandoned in favor of an arrange­ 
ment. 
whereby 
the 
government 
would support the people. 
One theorist see* a public debt 
of 
four 
trillion 
dollars

000,000,000) which would call for 
an annual debt service charge of 
perhaps $100,000,000,000. if the un­ 
limited debt, planners decided to 
pay any interest at all. They aren’t 
clear on that point yet. 
While 
their 
proposal 
sounds 
fantastic and incredible, it Is be­ 
ing advanced seriously—and seri­ 
ous and purposeful officials on 
the government payroll are labor­ 
ing tirelessly in its behalf. 
The study of their doctrine, pre­ 
pared by Dr. Moulton, though it 
will not reach a wide reading pub­ 
lic, serves the purpose of reveal­ 
ing what Is going on. 
A policy of deficit spending that 
began as an expedient now has be­ 
come a full-fledged doctrine. 
The 
solution to the problem of an un­ 
controllable deficit is not to try to 
control it, say the theorists. 
"Unable or unwilling to perceive 
basic inconsistencies, or to choose 
between clear-cut alternatives,” Dr. 
Moulton declares, "we drift toward 
the deep financial waters from 
which there Is no return other than 
through repudiation in one form 
or another.” 
To sum up, the United States 
must choose a 
financial 
policy. 
Either It will return to the tradi­ 
tional 
methods 
which 
the 
New 
Deal abandoned in the effort to 
spend the nation into prosperity. 
or It will drift into the “new phi­ 
losophy” of endless spending and 
hoping for the best.

I don’t mean that there’s any 
move on to deify Ickes. 
If there 
were, the. “old curmudgeon.” as he 
likes lo refer to himself, would be 
the first to quash it.

Ickes has been righter than a 
rabbit about a good many things 
vital to our war effort.

Exhilarator

R 
ECENTLY in the course of being an accommo­ 
dating fellow this writer became the middle­ 
man in a transaction involving delivery of a buggy 
whip. 
It moved back the clock to the time almost a 
quarter of a century ago when as the sometimes 
favored occupant of the front 
seat in the family 
- 
surrey on Sunday afternoon drives he was per* 
mitted to wield the whip when, as and if necessary. 
On other occasions thereafter the same privilege 
was extended — sometimes 
appropriated. No one 
• 
who has not laid a limber 
buggy whip over the 
rear end of a horse will understand why this shoull 
have been a privilege, but it was. It gave a driver 
an outlet for his emotions. 
4 
This was particularly true in the case of phleg­ 
matic stteds who failed to come up to expectations; 
it was a kind of manually operated "exhilara'or” 
to keep things moving. In fact, when the automobile 
supplanted the horse and the accelerator was de- 
* 
veloped. many drivers continued to speak of it aa 
the “exhilarator”. 
The new device, however, had to be used with 
care. It produced instantaneous results, whereas 
the whip in many cases merely gave the driver 
the Illusion of producing results, without actually 
doing any damage, except in the case of sensitive, 
nervous horses. 
The only substitute for the whip on automobile# 
was the horn, and even that had to he used with 
care as time passed, lest an irate fellow motorist 
take a blast to heart and call for a showdown. The 
passing of the buggy whip removed the last real 
outlet for a driver s emotions 
The whip was kept in a whip socket on the right­ 
hand corner of the dashboard when not in use and 
sometimes results could be produced by merely 
bouncing it up and down in the socket. A smart 
horse would get the idea without waiting for that 
little knot in the braided fly on the end to sting 
his hide. 
Horses that needed more than psychological per­ 
suasion frequently were driven with the whip sus­ 
pended over their hind quarters, tickling them into 
awareness of its presence. In extreme cases, of 
course, these halfway measures were supplanted 
with the real thing. 
The whip would be laid on full length and_ hard 
in such emergencies as going for tne doctor in a 
race with the stork, beating the train to the cross­ 
ing and racing—adventures experienced these days

Only a small part of this was 
due to an increase in the birth 
rate; a great deal of It was due 
to immigration. 
Medical Science Cited 
Still another factor in popula­ 
tion increase is the advance of 
medical science which saves hu­ 
man beings in the most precari­ 
ous period of their lives — that 
is to say in infancy — and pre­ 
serves 
them 
through 
childhood. 
The death rate 
in 
earlier 
days 
among those who had reached the 


age of 20 was immeasurably less 
than in the earlier period of life. 
The birth rate in the 
United 
States fell fairly 
steadily 
from 
1915, when it was 25 per 1.000 
population, to 1933, when it was a 
little over 16 per I.OOO.

were under 5 years of age; in 
1940 about 9 percent of the popu­ 
lation were under 5 years of age. 
In 1840 40 percent of the popula­ 
tion were from 5 to 19; in 1940 25 
percent were of that age. People 
from 20 to 45 compose the most 
stable 
population 
group 
propor­ 
tionately. But In 1850 only 15 per­ 
cent of the population were over 
45. whereas in 1940 nearly 30 per­ 
cent were over 45. 
In 1980 it is projected that 5 per­ 
cent of the population will he un­ 
der 5, 20 percent will he from 5 
to 19 years of age and 35 percent 
will he from 20 to 44, while 25 
percent will he from 45 to 64, and 
over 15 percent will be over 65.

Syphilis Cuts Into Draft Lists 
Congress learned Monday that 
In the examination of men. aged 21 
through 35. for the arm ^l services 
47.7 of each 1,000 were found to 
have syphilis and that the preva­ 
lence among Negroes in one south­ 
ern state ran to 405.9 in each 1,000. 
The figures, based on a study of 
the first 2,000.000 selectees exam­ 
ined in 44 states, were given to 
the house appropriations commit­ 
tee by the public, health service. 
Dr. Thomas Parran, surgeon gen­ 
eral, said rejections ran to 46,000 
in each 1,000,000 men on account 
of 
syphilis 
and 
15.000 of 
each 
1,000,000 due to gonorrhea infec­ 
tion. If this ratio held through the 
examination 
of 
10,000,000 
men. 
there would be more than 610.000 
rejections due 
to 
venereal 
dis­ 
eases. 
Dr. 
R. 
A. Vonderlehr of the 
health service gave the committee 
the figures on the rate of syphilis 
per 1,000 males, 21 to 35 years old. 
for Ohio as 21.9 (w hite); Negroes 
191.2. 


Farm Production Spurt Seen 
C hester C. Davis, war food ad­ 
m inistrator, said Monday that de­ 
spite floods and an unfavorable 
spring the present outlook indi­ 
cates greater farm production this 
year than at any time in history 
except last year. 
In a radio address, the adminis­ 
trator said farmers broke all-time 
records in 1939, again in 1940, 1941 
and 1942. 
“But 
our 
civilian 
consumers 
alone ate up 85 percent of that 
enormous production of last year.” 
Davis said. “Only 15 percent of it 
went to our armed forces and lend- 
lease. The last two years have 
been a great feast period for our 
civilian consumers. 
"The civilian consumer has had 
more money to spend than ever 
before and he has tried to spend 
it. If that runaway purchasing pow­ 
er can be harnessed, it too can he 
made 
to serve in our national 
teamwork." 


Anti-Sedition Statute Outlawed 
The Supreme Court held uncon­ 
stitutional Monday a Mississippi 
wartime anti-sedition statute which 
outlaws oral statem ents or the dis­ 


tribution of literature “which rea­ 
sonably tend to create an attitude 
of stubborn refusal to salute, honor 
or respect the flag or government 
of the United States or of the 
state.” 
Mr. Justice Roberts delivered the 
unanimous opinion, applying spe­ 
cifically to members of "Jehovah’s 
W itnesses" convicted of violating 
the legislation at Canton, Columbia 
and Vicksburg. 
“The statute 
as construed 
in 
these cases." Mr. Justice Roberts 
said. "makes it a criminal offense 
to communicate to others views 
and opinions respecting govern­ 
mental policies and prophecies con­ 
cerning the future of our own and 
other nations.” 
R. E. Taylor was alleged to have 
told two women at Canton, who 
had lost sons at Pearl Harbor, that 
it was “wrong for the President to 
send the army across, for they are 
Just being shot down for nothing.” 


Death Rate H its Record Low 
The general death rate in the 
United States dropped in 1942 to 
the lowest level ever recorded. 
Dr. Thomas Parran, surgeon gen­ 
eral, told the house appropriations 
committee the rate last year was 
10.3 per 1.000 population, compared 
to 10.5 in 1941, as shown in pro­ 
visional data. 
"It is probable,” he said, "that 
final figures also will show a de­ 
crease in maternal mortality for the 
13th consecutive year, reaching an 
all-time low of about or less than 
three deaths per 1,000 births. 
“Infant mortality decreased to 
40 or 41 per 1.000 live births in 
1942, as compared with 45 in 1941. 
At the same time the birth rate 
rose from 18.7 per I,OOO population 
in 1941 to 20.7 in 1942.” 
The increase of fatal accidents In 
industry almost offset the reduc­ 
tion 
in deaths from automobile 
accidents.

PITTSBURGH — F irst 
s t e e l 
flowed Monday a t the giant new 
addition to the Homestead works 
of the Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corp., 
on a site where 2,700 families lived 
before Pearl Harbor. 
The first of ll 
225-ton open 
hearth furnaces with a total capa­ 


city of one-and-a-half million tons 
of steel bigots went into operation 
at the new shop, second unit in 
the government's $120,000,000 steel 
mill expansion project here to be­ 
gin production. 
The facilities being erected by 
the Defense Plant Corp. and oper­ 
ated by Carnegie-Illinois, largest 
subsidiary of U. S. Steel, also will 
include mills and shops for the 
production of slabs, plates, ma­ 
chined forgings and rough forged 
arm or plate. 
Half of Homestead’s 19,000 resi­ 
dents were resettled and homes, 
churches, stores, schools and fac­ 
tories were moved or demolished 
to make way for the addition. 
The Howard axle shop, a divi­ 
sion of the Homestead steel works, 
was moved 
16 miles down the 
Monongahela and Ohio rivers to 
the McKees Rocks area—without 
loss in production. Piece by piece, 
buildings, machines and furnaces 
were 
transferred 
during

ends, with production continuing 
at both sites during the process.

New Shoe Regulations 
Are Outlined By WPB 
In * series of amendments to the 
•hoe rationing program, the war 
production boajd has announced 
the following changes In the setup: 
1.—-Color restrictions on house 
slippers are altered by allowing 
the use of scrap shearings on col­ 
lars, but the scrap available foT 
such purposes Is fairly restricted 
by another WPB order. 
2.—In contradiction of the white, 
black and brown color restrictions, 
tanners are allowed to make natur­ 
al color leather and m anufacturers 
are permitted to use such leather, 
but only in work shoes for the 
present. There is a hint that the 
natural color eaeing may be ex­ 
tended to other types of shoes. 
3.—Beginning 
Oct. 
I, 
use 
of 
' 
leather loops for eyelets is banned. 
4.—Design and functional stitch­ 
ing on work boots is allowed. 
5.—Restrictions 
which 
banned 
the making of men’s high-cut, laced 
boots more than IO Inches in height, 
are modified and boots of more 
than that height can be made for 
persons in hazardous occupations 
upon authorization of the WPB. 


More Canned Fruits 
Allowed For Civilians 
Applesauce, blueberries or huc­ 
kleberries, figs, beets, carrots and 
pumpkin and squash are six types 
of fruits and vegetables from the 
1943 pack which civilians may re­ 
ceive In quantities equivalent to 
earlier government requirements. 
Previously, these amounts were 
to be reserved for the government. 
Canners will continue to produce at 
maximum capacity, but the differ­ 
ence between the old government 
requirem ents and the revised esti­ 
m ates will be packed for civilians. 


Invsntory Requirements 
Altered By W PB Order 
Several thousand small retailers 
and

board’s limitations on stocks In in­ 
ventory. 
H ereafter, according 
to WPB. 
all dealers whose total inventory 
a t coat Is under $35,000 are exempt 
from the order. Previously the ex­ 
emption was at the $20,000 level. 
WPB said the curbs on small 
dealers was found not to contribute 
In any way to a more equitable dis­ 
tribution of supplies between small 
and large stores.

N an effort to enlist the public’s 
help in the war against infla­ 
tion and to acquaint it with some 


I of the means figured out by the 
J OPA to curb spiraling prices, the 
district regional branch has out- 
i lined the various systems of price 
control and how 
they are 
cal­ 
culated. 
These various methods of price 
. control were set up by economists, 
trade representatives and theore­ 
tical 
wizards. 
However, 
public 
clamor 
insists 
these 
procedures 
have flaws and are not “common 
sense”. 
Inviting the "man in the street” 
to think 
up—if 
he 
can—better 
method* of price control and how 
to enforce them, the office of price 
administration explains Itself as 
follows: 
1.—Community 
pricing. 
T h i s 
method is followed when the dis­ 
trict office establishes flat dollar- 
and-cents retail prices for certain 
food and grocery products. It is de­ 
termined when the district office 
applies specified percentage m ark­ 
ups to the prevailing wholesale 
costs in each particular m arket 
area. 
The prices thus computed are 
published in flat-pricing community 
orders issued by the district office 
listing the items by name, brand, 
grade, size and weight as well as 
the store group for which the prices 
are sot as "tops”. 
2.— The dollars-and-cents celling 
as computed on a nationwide basis 
by the Washington OPA headquar­ 
ters. This method of relieving the 
district's branch offices of detail 
work 
Is 
carried 
out 
wherever 
feasible by the national organiza­ 
tion when It can be made to apply 
to the whole country’s Blores. On 
occasion, this must, be computed 
by zones because of the difference 
in cost factors in various parts of 
the country. 
3.—The 
‘‘freeze 
method”. This 
procedure chooses either a base 
period preceding the freeze order 
or the effective date immediately 
following the order and decides 
that prices cannot exceed those 
charged as of that date. 
The flaws here—particularly if 
It falls in the “off” season—does 
not represent the true supply-and- 
demand picture of the Industry and 
the costs thus calculated are un­ 
fair to the retailer. As the price 
control program advances, efforts 
are made to adjust such Inequali­ 
ties. 
4.— The fixed 
mark-up 
method. 
Regulations using this method al­ 
low the retailer to add his own 
profit percentage to his cost, in­ 
stead of the OPA adding the profit 
margin. 
This regulation draws fire from 
consumers because lf there is no 
wholesale ceiling, the grocers costs 
mount and mount. On top of that, 
he m ust add a certain sum for 
profit after he pays all his own 
rising costs 
The OPA Is trying to make this 
method more effective by putting 
ceilings on all the processes from 
farm to consumer. 
In addition, the OPA explained 
how It grouped stores, a procedure 
which also has led to much public 
misunderstanding.
